SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  say  it  has  been  a  busy  year  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  would  be  quite  an  understatement. 

The  Celebration  of  Dublin's  250*  Anniversary  was  definitely  the  highlight  of  2002.  The 
detailed  report  on  the  weekend  appears  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report,  so  we  will  simply  say 
here  that  this  Town  owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Kathy  LaMontagne  and  to  all  the 
members  of  her  committee  who  organized  and  planned  what  turned  out  to  be  an  unforgettable 
weekend.  We  also  want  to  thank  Ken  McAleer  and  his  committee  for  Dublin  Days  on 
Saturday  and  Tom  and  Anne  Blodgett  for  hosting  all  of  us  on  Sunday  evening  for  dinner  and 
fireworks.  We  also  want  to  thank  our  Police,  Fire,  and  Highway  departments  and  Recycling 
Center  persormel  who  worked  so  hard  attending  to  all  the  many  details  of  traffic,  trash, 
security  and  crowd  control. 

Bill  Raymond  joined  Mike  Walker  and  Barry  Elder  in  March.  We  called  "acting"  Fire  Chief 
Tom  Vanderbilt  over  to  our  office  and  appointed  him  as  Fire  Chief  We  have  great  trust  and 
faith  in  Tom  and  you  have  only  to  look  at  all  the  activity  at  the  firehouse  to  know  that  our 
firefighters  and  rescue  personnel  are  training  and  working  hard  so  they  will  be  ready  for  any 
eventuality.  We  should  all  be  very  gratefial  to  this  group  of  men  and  women  for  all  the  time 
and  effort  they  put  in,  so  they  will  be  ready  to  respond  when  the  call  comes.  They  are  quite 
an  amazing  group. 

We  "spruced  up"  our  Town  facilities  this  year  for  the  250th.  We  painted  Town  Hall  and  the 
Post  Office.  The  Fire  House  was  re-sided  and  new  windows  and  a  lovely  new  sign  installed. 
The  Highway  Department  put  up  a  new  sign  in  the  form  of  an  old  "V"  plow  repainted  and 
lettered.  Some  paving  around  Town  Hall  and  the  Fire  House  finished  off  the  effort  and  the 
Town  looks  very  presentable.  And  to  top  off  our  spiffy  new  look,  The  Dublin  Women's  Club 
donated  two  very  attractive  signs  with  planters  placed  on  the  east  and  west  approaches  to 
Dublin  on  route  101. 

When  the  building  next  to  Town  Hall,  formerly  the  1496  House,  came  on  the  market  again, 
we  knew  immediately  that  the  Town  should  do  ail  possible  to  try  and  acquire  it  for  the  Police 
Station.  The  police  had  clearly  outgrown  their  limited  Town  Hall  space.  We  made  an  offer, 
and  upon  acceptance  we  started  planning  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  necessary  to 
purchase  this  property.  It  was  very  gratifying  that  so  many  of  you  turned  up  on  a  beautiful 
summer  Saturday  and  overwhelmingly  supported  the  plan.  With  the  help  of  private 
donations  and  a  lot  of  their  own  effort,  the  Dublin  Police  were  able  to  welcome  us  all  into 
their  new  facility.  It  is  a  huge  improvement  and  should  serve  the  Town  well  for  many  years. 

It  finally  happened!  After  years  of  planning  we  named  all  our  roads  and  assigned  numbers  to 
every  house  to  conform  to  the  Sate  9-1-1  emergency  response  system.  We  would  like  to 
thank  Jim  Letoumeau,  Brian  Barden,  Terry  Dwyer  and  everyone  else  who  persevered  thru 
this  long  process.  We  hope  that  it  will  help  minimize  emergency  response  times  and  also 
insure  that  FedEx  delivers  your  package  to  the  correct  house.  If  you  have  not  yet  put  up  your 
house  number,  please  do  so.  It  is  in  your  own  best  interest. 

The  revaluation  of  all  the  property  in  Dublin  confinued  this  year.  This  will  now  be,  as 
mandated  by  the  State  of  NH,  an  on-going  process  to  keep  all  property  in  Town  valued  at  or 
near  100%  of  Fair  Market  Value.  As  you  may  know,  this  is  a  two-edged  sword.  On  the  one 
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hand  we  continue  to  broaden  the  tax  base  as  new  houses  are  built,  but  on  the  other  hand,  as 
values  increase,  we  are  treated  badly  by  the  State  property  tax,  the  ConVal  funding  formula 
and  the  County  assessment.    Bruce  Keough  is  chairing  a  committee  to  look  into  the 
educational  funding  formulae  and,  as  you  will  read  in  their  report,  the  committee  should  be 
ready  to  report  on  their  activities  shortly. 

The  Selectmen  were  greatly  saddened  by  the  loss  of  our  Moderator  and  long  time  State 
Representative  Steve  Avery.  Steve  represented  Dublin  well  in  Concord  and  we  will  miss  him 
greatly.  Our  new  Moderator,  Bruce  Keough,  will  fill  Steve's  shoes  well  and  we  are  looking 
foi'ward  to  working  with  him. 

This  coming  year  will  bring  new  problems  and  new  promise.  We  are  hoping  to  resolve  some 
on-going  issues.  We  continue  to  wait  to  see  what  will  happen  to  Beech  Hill  Hospital.  The 
Library  Addition  litigation  continues  to  grind  slowly  forward  and  we  are  hoping  that  this 
matter  may  come  to  some  resolution  this  year.  We  have  worked  hard  to  try  to  minimize 
increases  in  our  Town  Budget.  Among  other  savings  we  were  able  to  negotiate  a  better 
contract  to  have  our  trash  removed  from  the  recycling  center,  which  v/ill  save  the  Town  about 
$6,000.  We  have  a  new  contract  with  Verizon  which  will  save  on  our  phone  service.  We 
have  changed  banks,  which  has  dramatically  lowered  the  Town's  short-term  borrowing 
interest  rate,  and  we  are  scrutinizing  every  purchase  for  efficiency  and  savings. 

The  Town's  auditor  informed  us  that  our  previous  year's  Fund  Balance  deficit  has  been 
erased  and  now  shows  a  modest  surplus  which  was  very  good  news  indeed. 

We  can  never  thank  our  Town  employees  enough.  They  really  do  an  excellent  job  for  all  of 
us,  each  and  every  day  of  the  year  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  dedicated,  hard 
working  group.  From  our  police,  to  our  highway  crew,  from  our  town  Clerk/tax  Collector  to 
our  library  staff  one  could  not  ask  for  a  better  group  of  people  to  be  serving  the  needs  of  this 
Town. 

And  finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  our  administrator,  Terry  Dwyer.  Terry  has  brought  a 
professional  touch  to  that  office  that  has  made  our  job  much  more  manageable.  His  skills 
have  made  the  decision-making  process  much  easier  for  us.  He  brought  together  everything 
necessary  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  record  time  and  was  invaluable  as  we  pulled 
together  the  2003  budget.  We  are  lucky  to  have  a  person  of  Terry's  ability  and  experience  in 
the  Selectmen's  Office.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  writing  this  year's  report  we  must  first  start  by  saying  Thank  You!  The  members 
of  the  Dublin  Police  Department  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  all  those 
members  of  the  community  who  assisted  us  this  past  year  to  acquire,  renovate  &  move 
into  our  new  home  adjacent  to  the  Dublin  Town  Hall.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Selectmen 
and  to  local  professionals,  including  Dan  Scully,  Scott  Rajaniemi,  and  so  many  others 
who  gave  very  generously  of  their  time  and  effort  to  make  this  building  happen.  On 
any  given  day  volunteers  could  be  observed  helping  with  our  demolition  and  painting 
efforts. 

Community  support  at  the  polls  and  by  way  of  individual  donations  in  support  of 
the  building  project  was  amazing.  We  thank  Kitty  Carleton  for  her  extraordinary  effort 
in  support  of  donations,  which  have  allowed  us  to  provide  a  much  improved  facility 
over  what  the  bare-bones  budget  would  allow. 

Residents  took  a  much  needed  step  forward  towards  better  and  more  efficient  law 
enforcement  services  for  this  community.  You  have  allowed  us  to  better  serve  the 
community,  especially  the  victims  of  crimes,  and  you  have  provided  the  members  of 
this  department  with  clean  and  much  safer  working  environment.  You  have  our 
heartfelt  gratitude  and  appreciation. 

The  Police  Department  was  active  again  this  past  year  in  obtaining  grants.  We 
continued  with  the  help  of  NH  Highway  Safety  with  more  enforcement  patrols.  We 
spent  a  lot  of  time  targeting  speeding  and  aggressive  driving. 

We  also  received  a  new  computer  system  from  the  Office  of  Juvenile  Justice  and 
Delinquency  Prevention  through  the  National  Center  For  Missing  &  Exploited 
Children.    The  program  is  called  "LOCATER"  Lost  Child  Alert  Technology  Resource. 
The  system  is  a  Dell  Pentium  IV  computer,  HP  DeskJet  940C  printer,  scanner  and 
customized  software.  The  system  allows  officers  to  create  posters  with  a  child's 
pertinent  information  on  it  and  disseminate  it.  There  are  many  challenges  facing  law 
enforcement  personnel  in  missing  child  cases.  Collecting  and  disseminating  the  child's 
descriptive  information  quickly  is  crucial  in  all  missing  children  cases.  In  a  case  where 
a  child  from  Dublin  or  a  surrounding  community  should  go  missing  this  agency  will 
now  be  able  to  do  more  in  a  safe  recovery. 

Much  time  and  effort  was  put  into  the  250"'  Dublin  Celebration.  The  police 
department  was  very  active  in  the  planning  and  coordination.  I  would  like  to  thank 
especially  Cathy  Lamontagne  for  her  help  and  patience.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Dublin  Highway  Department  and  community  volunteers  who  assisted  the  police 
department  with  setting  up  signs,  cones  &  barricades.  Without  these  town  volunteers 
and  employees  it  would  have  been  very  difficult  for  the  police  department  to  detour 
traffic  around  the  event.  The  event  as  most  are  aware  went  off  without  a  problem  and 
was  a  success  for  the  town  but  more  importantly  for  the  folks  who  attendf  H 
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This  year  I  would  like  to  thank  some  of  the  very  active  committees  that  have 
assisted  the  police  department  and  it's  mission  to  the  town.  The  Facilities  Study 
Committee,  Traffic  Calming  Committee  &  Dublin's  250""  Celebration  Committee. 
Thanks  for  all  your  help  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with  each. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Dubhn  Fire  Department,  Highway  Department, 
Selectmen's  Office  &  Town  Clerk  for  your  continued  support.  I  would  like  to  mention 
the  members  who  make  up  the  Dublin  Police  Department  Sgt.  Dana  Hennessy  and  Vira 
Elder  and  say  thank  you.  I  would  also  like  to  mention  and  thank  our  former  officer 
Ryan  Quimby  for  his  help  this  past  year.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Budget  Committee  welcomed  two  new  members:  Neil  Sandford  and  John  Vance,  hi 
no  time,  both  were  making  important  contributions. 

The  committee  began  its  work  reviev/ing  quarterly  information  in  April  2002  and  July 
2002.  hi  the  second  half  of  the  year,  beginning  in  September,  this  committee  met 
virtually  every  week  until  February  to  get  its  job  done.  Beyond  reviewing  the  actual 
expenses  as  they  become  available,  the  committee's  primary  task  was  to  oversee  the 
development  of  the  2003  budget.  Working  with  the  various  Town  department  heads,  the 
Selectmen  prepared  an  initial  budget.  To  craft  a  final  budget  for  Town  Meeting  from  this 
initial  budget,  an  iterative,  problem-solving  process  was  used.  It  involved  meeting  with 
Department  heads  numerous  times  before  differences  with  the  Selectmen  could  be 
reconciled. 

To  assist  in  budget  preparation,  the  Selectmen  this  year  established  a  Capital  Project 
Committee.  This  committee  met  on-site  with  department  heads  to  review  proposed 
capital  purchases  and  to  advise  the  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.  This  group  has 
greatly  enhanced  our  confidence  in  recommending  certain  warrant  articles  involving 
capital  items  to  the  Town.

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DUBLIN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  the  2002  Annual  Report  for  the  Dublin  Fire 
Department. 

Dublin  fire  and  rescue  personnel  responded  to  96  rescue  calls  and  69  fire  or  other 
emergency  calls  for  a  total  of  165  calls  in  2002. 

Dublin  Fire  Company  members  are  comprised  entirely  of  paid-for-call  volunteers. 
While  maintaining  full-time  careers,  these  dedicated  personnel  devote  many  hours 
each  year  responding  to  fire  and  medical  emergencies,  attending  training  to  ensure 
a  high  level  of  expertise,  and  performing  other  community  service  to  provide 
support  and  fire-prevention  education. 

TRAINING:  Maintaining  the  highest  levels  of  proficiency  and  training  is  a  top 
priority  for  the  Fire  Department.  Training  and  drills  this  year  included:  emergency 
response  to  terrorism;  coaching  the  emergency  vehicle  operator;  emergency  vehicle 
liability  (driver  training);  SCBA  training;  pumps/hose;  blood-borne  pathogens; 
hydrants;  rescue  extrication;  rescue  boat  training;  new  vehicle  extrication;  heavy 
lifting;  jacking;  and  Commercial  Drivers  License  training. 

Four  members  received  certification  as  medical  1  st  Responders,  6  members  began 
Firefighter  1  certification,  and  one  member  participated  in  Firefighter  2  training. 
Great  effort  was  made  this  year  to  incorporate  the  surrounding  towns  in  training 
involving  New  Hampshire  Fire  Academy  apparatus.  These  involved  towns  and 
personnel  who  work  most  closely  with  Dublin  through  the  Mutual  Aid  System  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency. 

Dublin  was  proud  to  host  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Training  Academy  liquid  fuel 
emergency  simulator  for  training  in  propane  emergencies,  the  Fire  Training  Academy 
Smoke  trailer  for  SCBA  training,  and  the  Fire  Training  Academy  Bum  Trailer  for  fire 
emergency  training.  Members  fi^om  Marlborough,  Peterborough,  Hancock  and 
Harrisville  participated  in  these  training  events. 

MAINTENANCE:  Thorough  service  and  maintenance  on  the  six  fire  department 
vehicles  was  completed  as  scheduled.  Among  other  items;  a  new  radio  was  installed  in 
the  Brush  Truck;  pump  repair  and  testing  was  completed  on  the  Reel  Truck;  tires  were 
replaced  on  the  Tanker;  and  hand  lights  were  mounted  on  the  engine.  This  year's 
station  maintenance  included  routine  and  scheduled  servicing  and  maintenance  on  all 
motor-driven  tools.  The  air  tanks  and  emergency  siren  were  checked  and  serviced. 
Siding,  windows,  a  new  radio,  gutters,  and  a  new  Fire  Department  sign,  donated  by 
local  residents,  were  installed  on  the  fire  station. 
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The  Dublin  Fire  Company  was  again  honored  by  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  and 
businesses  in  Town  during4heir  annual  fundraiser.  This  fund  drive  raised  enough  to 
allow  the  purchase  of  an  ISG  thermal  imaging  camera.  This  support  from  the 
community  allows  us  to  incorporate  this  valuable  technology  into  our  repertoire  of 
tools  available  during  fire  and  rescue  emergencies. 

Special  thanks  must  be  extended  to  the  21  volunteer  fire  and  rescue  volunteers  who  so 
tirelessly  serve  the  community  whenever  the  need  arises.  Their  outstanding 
commitment  to  training  and  high  level  of  proficiency  and  professionalism  during 
emergency  calls  are  a  testament  to  their  dedication  to  this  community. 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  receive  great  support  from  the  Selectmen's  Office, 
the  Dublin  Police  Dept.,  the  Dublin  Highway  Dept.,  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of 
Dublin.  This  support  base  greatly  enhances  the  Fire  Department's  ability  to  ftmction 
effectively  in  the  community. 

My  standing  commitment  remains:  to  improve  the  total  quality  of  our  organization's 
methods,  programs,  and  services;  to  utilize  teamwork,  cooperation,  and  leadership  to 
develop  our  resources  and  broaden  our  service  base;  and  to  use  effective  planning  and 
to  implement  strategies  to  strengthen  partnerships  with  the  community  and  town 
government.

ARCHIVES  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Archives  Committee  has  had  another  busy  year.  During  2002,  in  addition  to 
processing,  cataloguing  and  indexing  the  town's  records  for  1996,  the  archivists  spent  46  hours 
answering  125  requests  for  information  from  town  records.  Some  of  these  requests  include 
documents  from  both  town  and  Historical  Society  records.  Requests  for  documents  include 
information  for  genealogical  purposes  (i.e.  birth,  death  or  marriage  records,  tax  records  and 
cemetery  records)  and  general  information  about  the  town  and  the  everyday  business  records  of 
the  town  (i.e.  building  permits,  Board  of  Adjustment  records.  Planning  Board  records,  road 
records,  driveway  permits  and  septic  system  plans  and  approvals). 

Hundreds  of  people  visited  the  archives  on  Dublin  Day  to  view  the  Civil  War  quilt  made 
by  ladies  of  the  Unitarian  and  Trinitarian  churches  in  1863,  as  well  as  the  exhibit  of  photographs 
of  soldiers  and  some  of  their  artifacts,  and  to  pick  up  copies  of  the  Dublin  history.  Village  on  a 
Hill 

Peterborough  town  officials  visited  the  archives  to  see  how  we  keep  our  records.  The 
Dublin  Girl  Scout  troop  also  toured  the  archives,  had  a  demonstration  of  our  computerized 
database,  saw  the  original  Town  Hall  drawings  from  1881  and  then  routed  the  Town  Hall. 

We  received  many  photographs  of  the  250*  celebration  from  townspeople  for  which  we 
are  extremely  grateful.  Thank  you  so  much. 

If  you  were  or  currently  are  a  town  official  and  you  have  town  documents  in  your 
possession  that  you  no  longer  need,  they  belong  to  the  town  and  the  public  and  should  be 
deposited  at  the  Archives  or  with  the  Town  Clerk  (RSA  41:58). 

The  archives  building  is  open  Tuesday  mornings  from  9  to  12  for  town  business.  Visitors 
are  also  welcome  most  other  mornings  or  by  appointment.  Our  telephone  number  is  563-8545 
and  our  e-mail  address  is  dublinhistory@monad.net.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in 
New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire 
Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits 
are  mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and 
surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning  (RSA  125-N). 
Contact  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or 
wnAav.des. state. nh. us  for  more  information. 

Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire  wildfires  are 
human  caused.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space 
around  the  house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.  Contact  your  fire 
department  or  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  at  www.nhdfl.org  or  271-2217 
for  wildland  fire  safety  information.

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TOWN  CLERK'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  2002  the  Clerk's  office  became  part  of  New  Hampshire's  Vital  Records  Vision  2000 
program.  This  system  allows  us  to  register  vital  record  information,  including  births,  deaths, 
and  marriages,  directly  into  a  centralized  record  database  located  in  Concord  and  maintained 
by  the  State.  As  a  result  of  going  online  with  the  VRV2000  system,  we  are  not  only  able  to 
have  vital  events  recorded  in  Concord  as  we  process  them,  we  are  also  able  retrieve  information 
from  the  database  that  allows  us  to  issue  certified  copies  of  events  that  have  taken  place  in  other 
towns  or  cities  in  New  Hampshire.  Prior  to  the  initiation  of  this  program,  certified  copies  could 
only  be  issued  through  the  town  in  which  the  event  took  place.  Complete  lists  of  the  vital  events 
recorded  during  2002  can  be  found  near  the  end  of  the  town  report. 

During  May  my  deputy,  Vira  Elder,  and  I  attended  the  annual  regional  Town  Clerks'  Associa- 
tion meeting  which  was  held  in  Milford.  In  July,  in  preparation  of  implementing  the  VRV2000 
program,  I  participated  in  a  training  seminar  sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Records.  During 
October  I  attended  the  annual  Tax  Collectors'  Association  conference  which  was  held  this  year 
in  North  Conway. 

The  number  of  motor  vehicle  registrations  processed  this  year  rose  slightly  over  last  year's 
number.  During  the  year  2, 11 8  vehicles  were  registered  resulting  in  a  revenue  to  the  town  of 
$232,376.50.  Also,  the  number  of  dog  licenses  issued  this  year  increased  to  310  resulting  in  a 
revenue  of  $1,885. 50. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  patience  and  courtesy  you  have  extended 
to  me  during  this  past  year  and  I  hope  that  your  visits  to  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector's  office 
have  been  equally  positive.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 

We  had  a  quiet  but  long  winter.  Our  last  spring  snow  was  in  May  and  the  first 
snowstorm  occurred  in  October.  We  only  had  four  months  without  any  snow. 

Our  new  Komatsu  loader  was  purchased  at  the  end  of  March  and  was  under  budget.  We 
like  the  machine  and  the  recommendations  we  received  proved  to  be  helpful. 

In  April  we  started  our  spring  clean  up  of  the  village  and  sidewalk.  We  hired  a  sweeping 
service  to  sweep  some  of  the  town  roads.  In  July  the  roadside  mowing  was  done  on  all  tovm 
roads.  We  were  involved  in  helping  with  the  town's  250*  celebration. 

We  cut  brush  on  Windmill  Hill  Road  and  Craig  Road.  We  cleaned  all  ditches  and  graded 
all  the  dirt  roads.  We  also  ditched  and  cleaned  culverts  on  Boulder  Drive,  Granite  Circle,  Old 
Harrisville  Road,  Windmill  Hill  Road,  Craig  Road,  Korpi  Road,  Monument  Road  and  Snow  Hill 
Road.  On  the  Old  Troy  Road,  from  Eaton's  to  the  Dublin  trailhead,  we  hauled  gravel  and 
installed  two  new  culverts. 

We  installed  conduit  pipe  from  the  new  police  station  to  the  town  hall  for  emergency 
power  and  also  at  the  transfer  station  to  power  the  new  compactor. 

The  major  project  for  the  year  was  Lower  Windmill  Hill  and  Craig  Road.  We  started  by 
removing  rocks  from  the  roadbed.  Culverts  and  under  drain  were  installed  on  portions  of  these 
two  roads.  Lane  Construction  ground  up  the  old  pavement.  The  road  was  paved  with  3"  hot 
mix.  The  project  took  a  little  longer  than  we  expected  but  came  out  well. 

The  sealing  project  was  Goldmine  Road,  Boulder  Drive  and  Granite  Circle.  The  excess 
stone  was  swept  up  and  used  to  make  500  ton  of  cold  mix  for  shim. 

The  Highway  Department  was  busy  installing  the  new  posts  and  signs  for  91 1.  There  are 
3  8  new  street  signs  in  town  that  are  on  private  driveways. 

All  the  Highway  Department  employees  attended  the  annual  plow  rally,  sponsored  by  the 
NH  Municipal  Association,  where  we  received  training  on  fire  extinguishers,  electrical  safety 
and  participated  in  wetlands  class.  We  also  attended  a  work  zone  and  traffic  control  class  and  a 
chain  saw  and  operation  safety  class. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  highway  personnel  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication  in 
keeping  the  roads  in  good  shape  and  safe.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  town  residents  for  their 
support  of  our  requests  for  equipment  as  well  as  the  police  and  fire  departments  for  their  help 
and  cooperation.

The  Monadnock  Advisory  Commission  is  charged  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  under 
RSA  258:1  to  advise  and  guide  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development 
(DRED)  on  the  management  of  their  lands  and  leased  lands  of  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  (SPNHF)  and  the  Town  of  Jaffrey.  The  Lands  are 
located  on  Mt.  Monadnock,  Gap  Mountain,  and  Little  Monadnock  Mountain. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  Monadnock  Plan  Steering  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Division  of  Parks,  has  met  on  a  monthly  basis  to  develop  a  Master  Plan  for  Monadnock 
State  Park  and  environs  which  would  "balance  the  needs  for  recreation,  conservation, 
education  and  financial  stability." 

At  a  November  20,2002  meeting  at  the  Jaffrey  Civic  Center  this  Steering  Committee 
passed  its  plan  on  to  the  Advisory  Commission  for  conclusion  and  implementation.  In  the 
early  months  of  2003  the  Monadnock  Master  Plan  (draft)  will  be  made  available  for 
public  comment  on  the  web  at:  www,nhparks. state. nh. us;  also  in  local  newspapers,  at 
Town  Offices  and  Ubraries,  and  at  public  information  sessions.  The  final  plan  is  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  June,  2003.

PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Plaiming  Board  has  had  a  normal  year  of  processing  subdivision,  site  plan  review 
and  driveway  permit  applications.  No  new  zoning  amendments  have  been  developed  this  year 
but  several  possible  initiatives  have  been  discussed  for  2003.  Some  of  these  include 
consideration  of  a  Retirement  Housing  Zoning  Overlay  District  which  might  enhance  the 
possibility  of  developing  retirement  and  senior  oriented  housing  in  Dublin,  consideration  of 
zoning  changes  which  would  reduce  the  subdivision  impact  on  rural  road  character  in  Dublin  by 
reducing  driveway  cuts  and  preserving  open  space  conservation,  beginning  to  revisit  sections  of 
the  Town  Master  Plan  for  updating  and  the  possibility  of  convening  a  community  forum  on  how 
we  may  enhance  the  use  of  the  village  center  by  improving  pedestrian  and  traffic  safety. 

This  year  we  are  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  after  may  hearings,  meetings  and 
other  efforts  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Plaiming  Board,  the  Chestnut  Hill  Subdivision  has  been 
brought  very  near  to  completion.  This  site  has  remained  in  a  disturbed  and  eroding  condition  for 
many  years.  After  purchase  of  the  land  fi-om  the  Town  by  Northern  Acres  the  lots  have  now 
been  sold,  new  homes  are  under  construction  and  the  road  construction  is  nearly  finished.  Final 
construction  of  the  road  and  revegetation  of  the  disturbed  ground  is  anticipated  to  finish  in  the 
spring. 

As  always,  The  Planning  board  is  anxious  to  have  input  from  the  Town  citizens  regarding 
their  concerns.  The  Board  also  needs  new  members  and  alternates.

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RECYCLING/TRANSFER  FACILITY  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  year  the  transfer  station  took  advantage  of  the  taxpayer's  generosity  and  purchased 
several  new  pieces  of  equipment. 

A  Cram-A-Lot  vertical  baler  and  a  Prodeva  glass  crusher  were  added  to  the  equipment 
list.  This  machinery  will  make  the  processing  of  materials  much  easier  and  more  efficient. 

A  Pacific  Scale  Company  LNW-4  scale  and  printer  were  calibrated  for  our  forklift, 
providing  us  with  accurate  weights  of  boxed  and  baled  materials. 

The  highway  department's  old  front-end  loader  was  another  welcome  addition.  This  . 
piece  of  equipment  is  dependable  year-round  and  meets  safety  requirements. 

This  fall  the  selectmen  decided  to  make  a  change  in  solid  waste  haulers  and  entered  into  a 
three-year  contract  with  Monadnock  Disposal  Service  of  Jaffrey.  This  will  result  in  a  reduction 
in  hauling  expense.  Monadnock  has  agreed  to  also  install  a  new  compactor,  with  improved 
safety  features,  to  replace  our  older  unit. 

To  make  the  transition  to  this  equipment,  three-phase  electrical  power  was  needed  and 
Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  provided  this  service  at  no  charge.  We  are  very  grateful  to 
Chris  Woemer  and  his  son.  Will,  who  donated  their  time  and  electrical  skills  to  install  the 
necessary  components  required  for  the  installation. 

The  Dublin  Transfer  Station  would  like  to  acknowledge  Kristin  Whitney  for  her  part-time 
help  through  out  the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  residents,  employees  and  officials  of  Dublin,  who  made  these 
improvements  possible.

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SUMMER  PLAYGROUND  REPORT 

It's  nearly  impossible  to  sum  up  in  one  short  town  report  entry  everything  that 
Dublin  Summer  Playground  meant  to  everyone  this  summer.  We  had  an  amazing  summer 
this  year  with  lots  of  new  programs  and  activities  and  many  new  faces  as  well.       Dublin 
Summer  Playground  was  built  on  a  tremendously  strong  vision  of  a  town  based  program 
where  children  could  challenge  themselves  and  get  to  know  each  other,  a  program  that 
was  to  strengthen  not  only  the  individual  children,  but  the  community  as  well. 

In  order  to  allow  our  children  to  challenge  themselves  in  new  ways  and  grow,  we 
introduced  an  Outdoor  Adventure  aspect  to  our  program  and  brought  on  Eliot  Pelletier  as 
our  Outdoor  Adventure  Specialist.  Over  thirty  children  and  several  brave  parents  donned 
tight  uncomfortable  climbing  shoes  and  brightly  colored  helmets  to  try  out  rock  climbing 
with  certified  climbing  guides  at  Rose  Ledges  in  Northfield,  MA.  In  addition  to  rock 
climbing  we  had  kids  challenging  themselves  on  the  Bond  Cliff  trail  in  the  White 
Mountains.  The  hike  was  long,  (and  uphill  both  ways!)  But  the  opportunity  to  cool  off  in 
Franconia  Falls,  a  natural  water  slide  was  well  worth  the  work. 

It  would  have  been  nice  to  have  a  lake  or  river  to  swim  in  at  the  end  of  our 
mountain  biking  trip,  everyone  was  covered  in  mud!  At  the  end  of  our  afternoon  and 
evening  kayaking  and  canoeing  on  Dublin  lake,  most  people  did  finally  jump  in  to  cool 
off!  The  addition  of  our  Outdoor  Adventure  program  was  a  reality  mainly  due  to  the 
generosity  of  Summer's  Backcountry  Sports,  a  store  that  was  originally  in  Dublin.  We 
are  very  thankful  for  his  donation  of  time  and  outdoor  adventure  gear. 

To  increase  our  campers'  level  of  understanding  and  appreciation  of  people  living 
in  other  parts  of  New  England,  we  initiated  a  pen  pal  program  with  an  Inner-City  camp  in 
Boston.  Though  only  a  few  letters  were  exchanged,  the  shared  field  trip  including  a  trip 
to  The  new  England  Aquarium  and  lunch  and  games  on  the  Boston  Common  with  a 
combined  total  of  over  70  participants  will  likely  remain  a  strong  memory  in  most  of  our 
hearts  and  minds. 

A  daily  schedule  was  put  in  place  including  an  after  lunch  reading  period,  each 
day  we  gathered  into  small  groups  and  our  older  campers  read  to  the  younger  campers, 
while  staff  looked  on.  Younger  campers  also  received  fun  opportunities  planned  by 
Seanna  Walsh  our  young  children's  specialist  to  dance,  sing  and  participate  in  other  very 
cool  activities.  Liz  Wagoner,  our  Athletics  Specialist  made  sure  that  mini  races  remained 
part  of  our  program  in  addition  to  bringing  on  new  and  fun  activities. 

One  may  think  the  challenge  of  adding  rock  climbing  and  other  outdoor 
adventures  was  the  largest  challenge  we  encountered.  This  opinion  would  likely  be  one  of 
someone  who  did  not  get  a  chance  to  see  our  fabulous  float  at  Dublin  Days.  The  success 
of  which  would  have  never  been  possible  without  the  hard  work  of  an  incredibly 
dedicated  creative  Arts  Specialist  Roz  Pelletier,  and  first  year  apprentice  Amy  Nieskens 
as  well  as  other  staff  people  and  many  community  volunteers,  thank  you  SO  much!  It  was 
a  challenge  but  well  worth  it  in  the  end.

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DUBLIN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  ANNUAL  REPORT 

We  continue  to  hear  favorable  comments  about  the  welcoming  atmosphere  and  the 
services  of  our  library,  which  are  really  a  reflection  of  the  efforts  of  our  staff  and 
volunteers  and  patrons.  The  Library  Board  of  Trustees  is  very  grateful  for  everyone  that 
helps  to  make  this  library  such  a  vital  force  in  Dublin. 

The  Trustees  have  kept  busy  as  usual.  A  lot  of  work  was  done  on  the  library  grounds. 
The  repair  of  the  retaining  walls  was  completed  and  paid  for  out  of  the  balance  of  the 
2001  Town  Meeting  appropriation.  We  also  spent  additional  trust  fund  money  to  re-point 
the  walls  to  ensure  a  uniform  appearance,  and  for  extra  flashing  to  prevent  water  damage. 
The  flashing  on  the  west  chimney  was  repaired,  slates  on  the  old  section  of  the  roof  were 
replaced,  and  the  chimneys  tops  were  repaired  and  capped.  A  leak  that  resulted  from  a 
flaw  in  the  roof  connector  was  repaired  (under  warranty).  As  part  of  general  outdoor 
maintenance,  and  also  in  readiness  for  the  Town's  250th  armiversary  celebration,  the 
lawns  were  re-seeded  and  flowers  and  shrubs  were  planted.  Inside,  the  antique  sconces 
which  had  been  polished  and  restored  by  Mike  Worcester  were  installed. 

Elizabeth  (Bethe)  Walker  was  appointed  by  the  selectmen  to  serve  as  an  alternate  trustee. 

Trustees  and  Director  Betty  Mchityre  participated  in  the  New  Hampshire  Library 
Trustees  Association  annual  conference  and  in  other  workshops  hosted  by  the 
Association  and  the  Attorney  General's  Office. 

The  Trustees  began  a  review  of  the  Board's  long  term  goals  and  objectives  to  determine 
progress  and  possible  revisions.  We  specifically  talked  about  our  goals  for  serving  the 
conununity  (both  Adult  and  Children),  Financial  Resources,  the  Facility  and  the 
Preservation  of  our  Historical  Documents  and  Artifacts  (new  and  old).  Community 
Communications  and  Technology.  Looking  toward  new  financial  resources,  a  bequest 
policy  was  written  and  approved,  and  a  bequest  brochure  is  in  the  making.  A  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  make  recommendations  concerning  historical  documents,  and  a 
collection  development  committee  will  soon  be  formed. 

Work  to  complete  the  library's  shelf  list  and  put  our  inventory  of  the  collection  on  the 
computer  is  still  under  way.  A  committee  visited  the  Greenville  Library  to  discuss  their 
cataloging  and  computerization  system,  and  met  with  the  librarian  from  MacDowell 
Colony.  It  was  decided  that  the  library  would  purchase  some  recommended  software  that 
will  enable  the  staff  to  print  cards  and  input  information  into  the  computer  at  a  much 
more  accelerated  rate  than  is  possible  now.  All  the  contents  of  the  hbrary  have  been 
videotaped  to  assist  us  with  the  inventory  and  for  insurance  purposes. 

An  analysis  of  the  Library  Director's  duties  and  responsibilities  was  undertaken  as  the 
first  step  in  revising  the  performance  evaluation.  The  performance  management  process 
was  continued  with  a  draft  of  an  updated  job  description.  The  evaluation,  which  will 
stem  from,  first  the  analysis,  and  second  the  job  description,  will  tie  into  the  short  and 
long  term  goals  of  the  library. 
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The  USA  Patriot  Act  that  was  passed  on  10/25/01  (in  response  to  9/11)  became  another 
focus  for  the  Board.  The  Act  expands  federal  law  enforcement's  surveillance  and 
investigative  powers  (for  example,  the  power  to  obtain  records  of  books  and  other 
materials  a  patron  may  borrow  from  a  library).  Librarians'  professional  ethics  and  NH 
statutes  require  that  personally  identifiable  information  about  Ubrary  users  be  kept 
confidential.  The  upshot  of  this  Act  is  that  libraries  must  comply  with  the  federal  law  but 
also  uphold  state  statutes  and  their  responsibilities  to  patrons.  After  much  study,  a 
protocol  for  handling  law  enforcement  inquiries  was  drafted  and  then  reviewed  by  legal 
counsel. 

The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  on  October  8th  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  and 
expenditure  of  $8800  in  unanticipated  fimds. 

As  of  December,  2002,  the  Town  is  still  in  litigation  because  of  structural  and  mechanical 
deficiencies  with  the  library  expansion. 

Again,  the  success  of  the  library  is  a  tribute  to  everyone  who  helps  and  participates. 
Thank  you  very  much.

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DUBLIN  LAKE  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  1997  the  Selectmen  established  the  Dublin  Lake  Preservation  Committee  and 
charged  it  to  monitor  the  condition  of  the  lake  and  to  bring  forward  through  the 
Selectmen  regular  reports  on  the  condition  of  the  lake  and  plans  for  the  improvement  of 
the  lake's  quality.  In  2002,  the  committee  concentrated  its  efforts  on- two  major 
initiatives:  helping  the  Dublin  Garden  Club  with  its  Erosion  Control  Project  along  the 
shorehne  and  continuing  to  monitor  the  health  of  the  lake  by  supporting  the  efforts  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  its  work  to  eradicate  milfoil  from  Dublin  Lake. 

Phase  1  of  the  Erosion  Control  Project ,  funded  by  a  grant  and  private  donations, 
was  undertaken  this  spring  and  summer  at  thirteen  sites  along  West  Lake  Road. 
Plantings  included  hardy  indigenous  species  which  are  strategically  placed  to  prevent 
sand  and  soil  from  washing  into  the  lake.  The  subcommittee  of  the  Garden  Club  that  is  in 
charge  of  this  project  has  appUed  for  a  Department  of  Environmental  Services  Permit  to 
continue  the  efforts  into  Phase  2  which  includes  nineteen  additional  sites. 

The  committee  met  with  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation  to  discuss  plans  for  improved  drainage  along  the  lake  shore  on  Route  101. 
Money  is  included  in  the  state  highway  budget  beginning  in  2003  with  the  planned 
installation  of  catch  basins  that  will  help  control  the  runoff  from  Beech  Hill.  The  DOT 
representatives  were  informed  of  the  conservation  efforts  along  the  shore  and  agreed  that 
whenever  possible  the  two  initiatives  would  work  in  concert. 

The  committee  also  met  with  Selectmen  to  discuss  concerns  about  West  Lake 
Road  including  mowing  and  its  impact  on  the  new  plantings  as  well  as  other  issues  such 
as  snowplowing,  the  banking  of  the  road  and  the  existence  of  small  ditches  that  are 
directing  water  into  the  lake. 

The  committee  receives  regular  reports  from  the  Conservation  Commission,  looks 
at  water  testing  data  collected  by  the  state  and  stays  abreast  of  legislation  that  could  affect 
all  lakes  in  New  Hampshire  including  ours.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

In  2002,  there  were  sixteen  interments  in  the  town  cemetery,  of  which  three  were  full  burials 
and  thirteen  cremations.  In  addition,  five  cemetery  plots  were  purchased  for  a  total  of  $2,350, 
of  which  $1,050  was  allocated  towards  general  Town  revenue,  $1,050  to  the  perpetual  care 
trust  fund,  and  $250  to  offset  the  cost  of  comer  markers.  The  dividend  income  from  the 
perpetual  care  trust  fund  in  2002  amounted  to  $4,500,  which  is  credited  towards  Town  revenue, 
and  as  such,  partially  offset  the  cemetery  operating  budget. 

The  restoration  of  the  Town  Pound,  which  is  located  within  the  cemetery  grounds,  was 
completed.  This  project  was  jointly  underwritten  by  the  Dublin  Historical  Society  and  the 
town  and  the  workmanship  was  excellent.  Our  thanks  to  Hank  Campbell  for  his  involve- 
ment in  the  landscaping  and  mulching  of  the  surrounding  area,  as  well  as  a  rebuild  of  the 
Pound  gate.  The  project  is  well  worth  your  visit  once  the  snow  cover  is  gone. 

We  continued  our  program  of  replacing  trees  which  suffered  irreversible  damage  from  the 
recent  ice  storm  and  four  maple  trees  were  planted. 

Two  projects  were  not  completed  due  to  the  early  onset  of  winter,  (1)  the  trenching  and 
installation  of  an  underground  electric  line  to  the  maintenance  shed  to  facilitate  our  working 
on  equipment,  and  (2)  stump  grinding  the  remains  of  trees  previously  removed.  We  hope 
to  complete  these  projects  in  2003. 

We  hope  to  initiate  a  multi-year  project  to  rebuild  selected  areas  of  existing  stonewalls  which 
are  somewhat  in  disrepair,  budget  permitting.  These  walls  were  erected  in  the  eariy  1800's 
and  add  a  great  deal  to  the  scenic  serenity  of  the  cemetery  grounds. 

Our  thanks  to  the  maintenance  team  for  their  consistent  fine  efforts  in  keeping  the  grounds 
in  top  shape.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  control  of  variable  milfoil  in  Dublin  Lake  dominated  the  year  2002  for  the 
Conservation  Commission.  The  variable  milfoil,  native  to  the  south  of  the  United  States,  grows 
at  an  alarming  rate  in  the  North,  where  it  has  no  natural  predators.  Attempts  to  find  biological 
controls  have  failed. 

Once  milfoil  has  taken  hold,  it  completely  fills  the  water  down  to  30  feet  in  depth, 
making  swimming  and  boating  difficult  or  impossible.  Chemical  treatment  with  aquatic 
herbicides  is  then  needed  at  regular  intervals  to  contain  the  spread  of  the  plant.  Although  such 
herbicides  fail  to  eradicate  the  roots  of  milfoil,  they  kill  all  visible  vegetation  and  gravely  disturb 
the  natural  balance  of  the  water.  Regular  applications  of  herbicides  could  pose  health  risks  and 
would  reduce  the  recreational  value  of  the  lake. 

In  the  case  of  Dublin  Lake,  we  stand  a  good  chance  to  avoid  chemical  treatment.  The 
exotic  kind  of  milfoil  has  only  been  found  in  one  part  of  the  lake  and  the  spread  there  was  more 
limited  this  year  than  during  2001  when  more  than  200  plants  were  removed.  As  practiced  and 
recommended  by  the  NH  State  Department  for  Environmental  Services  (NHDES),  milfoil  can  be 
removed  by  trained  divers  as  long  as  the  infestation  has  not  grown  too  large. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  therefore  developed  a  local  group  of  four  divers  to 
carry  out  regular  patrols  and  removals.  In  addition,  swimmers  with  goggles  and  snorkels 
patrolled  the  shallow  part  of  the  perimeter  and  several  volunteers  in  kayaks  and  other  boats 
helped  out  regularly  with  supplies  and  safety  measures. 

The  Commission  also  applied  for  money  under  the  Lake  Host  Program,  run  by  the  NH 
Lakes  Association.  We  won  the  grant  and  had  a  lake  host  present  at  the  boat  landing  to  check 
vessels  and  educate  boat  owners  at  hours  when  the  boat  traffic  is  most  intense. 

So  far,  these  methods  have  worked  very  well,  but  will  have  to  be  sustained  indefinitely  to 
avoid  chemical  treatment.  Residents  interested  in  volunteering  should  contact  a  member  of  the 
Commission. 

Certified  Lake  Manager  Donald  Krechmer  of  Normandeau  Associates  has  assisted  the 
Commission  in  evaluation  of  the  milfoil  situation  and  development  of  the  control  program.  The 
Commission  has  also  worked  with  Ken  Warren  at  NHDES. 

In  May,  the  Commission  also  ran  a  regional  workshop  on  milfoil.

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EDUCATIONAL  FUNDING  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  committee  has  been  appointed  by  Selectmen  to  assist  them  to  understand 
and  to  respond  to  the  impact  of  rapidly  increasing  education-related  expense  for  the 
Town  of  Dublin.  The  initial  focus  is  to  address  the  question:  Should  the  Conval  cost 
sharing  formula  be  changed  to  reflect  recent  changes  in  State  law?" 

The  issues,  the  mandates,  and  the  formulae  involved  in  calculations  are 
complex.  The  goal  of  the  committee  will  be  to  understand  the  formulae  involved  in 
determining  Dublin's  share  of  educational  expense,  to  evaluate  the  effect  changes  in  State 
law  have  had  on  how  costs  are  shared,  and  to  suggest  remedy  at  whatever  level  seems 
appropriate.  To  this  end,  members  of  the  committee  have  already  met  with  Conval 
administrators,  with  Peterborough  and  regional  Selectmen,  with  individual  legislators, 
and  are  monitoring  progress  of  Coalition  Communities  and  other  groups. 

In  March,  1996,  voters  in  the  Conval  district  approved  a  change  in  the  school 
funding  formula  to  50%  based  on  enrollment  and  50%  based  on  equalized  valuation.  The 
change  addressed  differences  in  property  values  among  the  district  towns.  Since  then,  as 
a  result  of  the  Supreme  Court  Claremont  decision,  the  State  has  instituted  the  Statewide 
property  tax  to  address  the  same  issue  and  has  defined  the  formulae  and  structure  for 
computing  adequate  education  cost,  adequacy  grants,  and  now  Donor  Tov^oi  payments. 
The  result,  in  combination  with  the  1996  district  formula  change,  has  significantly 
increased  Dublin's  tax  burden. 

As  the  graphs  on  the  following  two  pages  indicate,  Dublin's  percentage  of  local 
school  district  expense,  as  well  as  its  per  pupil  cost,  has  escalated  dramatically.  With  the 
second  smallest  enrollment,  Dublin  now  pays  the  second  highest  percentage  of  Conval 
district  expense,  hi  addition,  Dublin  must  now  make  donor  town  payments  to  the  State  to 
be  redistributed  to  other  school  districts.  The  assessed  payment  of  $8,210  for  2003  will 
increase  to  $281,000  in  2004. 

The  committee  is  examining  these  issues  and  will  identify  options  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  as  appropriate.

2002  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  16,2002 

On  March  16,  2002  residents  gathered  at  the  Dublin  Consolidated  School  for  the  business  meeting 
portion  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:00  a.m.  by  Moderator, 
Stephen  G.  Avery. 

Dublin  Girl  Scout  Cadet  Troop  #2288  and  Junior  Troop  #325  began  the  meeting  by  leading  those 
present  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  After  his  reading  of  the  Moderator's  prayer  and  the  necrology 
Moderator  Avery  called  for  a  moment  of  silence  in  remembrance  of  all  those  who  lost  their  lives 
during  the  September  11,  2001  attack. 


Moderator  Avery  recognized  the  efforts  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  and  the  ballot  clerks 
who  assisted  them  durir 
newly  elected  officials. 


who  assisted  them  during  the  March  12'*^  town  election  and  offered  his  congratulations  to  the 


Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Stephen  F.  Knapp,  expressed  his  appreciation  to  all  the 
town's  employees  who  aid  the  Selectmen  in  the  complex  task  of  administering  the  town  govern- 
ment and  gave  special  recognition  to  Fire  Chief  Thomas  Vanderbilt  and  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Dublin  Fire  Department  who  provide  us  with  outstanding  professional  service  under  very  difficult 
conditions. 

The  annual  Citizen  of  the  Year  award  was  presented  to  Richard  A.  Hammond.  During  his 
presentation  of  the  award.  Selectman  Knapp  described  Dick  as  someone  who  was  always  ready 
to  take  on  difficult  assignments  and  cited  the  numerous  projects  he  has  worked  on  over  the  years, 
including  a  new  firehouse,  the  park  behind  the  town  hall,  the  archives  building,  the  playground,  the 
street  Hght  study,  the  Dublin  Days  celebrations,  and  most  recently  the  Facilities  Study  Committee.

Moderator  Avery  gave  a  brief  outline  of  the  rules  and  voting  procedures  to  be  followed  during 
the  meeting.  Mr.  Avery  requested  that  all  those  in  attendance  who  were  not  registered  voters, 
but  wished  to  speak  during  the  course  of  the  meeting,  identify  themselves.  William  Roach  intro- 
duced himself  and  requested  permission  to  speak  during  the  discussion  of  Article  8.  A  motion 
was  made  and  seconded  to  allow  Mr.  Roach  to  speak  at  that  time.  The  motion  carried.  A  motion 
to  waive  the  reading  of  the  Warrant  was  made  and  seconded.  The  motion  carried  on  a  voice  vote.

Article  8:  "Move  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars

WiUiam  Roach,  Selectman  of  the  Town  of  Sunapee,  addressed  those  assembled  on  behalf 
of  the  Coalition  communities.  Mr.  Roach  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  Coalition,  which 
was  formed  in  1999,  was  twofold;  first  to  fight  for  the  abolishment  of  the  current  state-wide 
property  tax  system  for  funding  education  and  secondly  to  find  a  fair  and  equitable  alternative 
funding  solution  to  an  adequate  education.

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Budget  Committee  Chairman,  Walter  Snitko,  reviewed  the  budget  and  responded  to  questions 
regarding  legal  fees,  the  increasing  cost  of  health  insurance  coverage  and  the  costs  associated 
with  the  upcoming  property  re-evaluation.

RSA  41 : 14-a  also 
states  that  the  selectmen  shall  have  no  authority  to  sell  town-owned  conservation  land  (RSA 
36-A),  town  forest  land  (RSA  3 1 : 1 1 0  -  3 1 : 1 1 2)  or  real  estate  that  has  been  given,  devised,  or 
bequeathed  to  the  town  for  charitable  or  community  purposes. 

In  response  to  a  question  regarding  how  the  selectmen  would  obtain  the  money  necessary  to 
purchase  an  available  property.  Selectman  Elder  stated  that  RSA  31 :95-e,  which  was  adopted 
at  a  previous  town  meeting,  authorizes  the  town  to  accept  donations  and/or  gifts.  These  donations 
could  then  be  used  toward  the  purchase  price  of  a  property.  Also,  as  in  the  case  of  the  cemetery, 
the  town  has  established  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  from  which  monies  could  be  applied  toward 
the  purchase  of  land  to  be  used  for  the  expansion  of  the  town  cemetery.

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2002  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
DUBLIN,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


In  May  of  2002  the  Board  of  Selectmen  petitioned  the  Cheshire  County  Superior  Court  for 
permission  to  hold  a  special  town  meeting  to  determine  if  residents  would  agree  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($150,000.00)  to  purchase  and 
renovate  property  currently  owned  by  Peter  Hoekstra.  Of  this  amount.  One  Hundred  Thirty- 
five  Thousand  Dollars  ($135,000.00)  would  provide  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  and 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  would  be  applied  toward  renovating/equipping  the 
building.  The  property  in  question  is  located  on  the  comer  of  Church  and  Main  Streets  directly 
east  of  the  town  hall  and,  after  renovations  had  been  made,  would  house  the  Dublin  Police 
Department.  The  Superior  Court  granted  the  selectmen's  petition  in  June  of  2002. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  Saturday,  July  13,  2002  at  the  Dublin  Consolidated 
School.  Moderator  Stephen  G.  Avery  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9:05  a.m.  After  reading 
the  decree  issued  by  the  Cheshire  County  Superior  Court  regarding  the  special  town  meeting, 
Moderator  Avery  led  those  present  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Michael  V.  Walker,  read  the  warrant  article  to  be 
considered. 

Article  1 :  "Move  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($150,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  property  owned  by  Peter  Hoekstra,  located  on  Main  St.  in 
Dublin,  New  Hampshire,  and  being  further  identified  on  the  Town  of  Dublin  Tax  Map  16, 
as  Lot  4,  and  for  renovation  and  equipping  of  the  property  for  use  as  the  Town  Police  Depart- 
ment facilities.  The  One  Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  purchase  price,  renovation  and 
equipping  cost  is  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds  or  notes  in 
accordance  with  RSA  Chapter  33,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  provide 
for  the  sale  of  said  bonds  or  notes  and  to  fix  the  date,  maturities,  determinations,  schedule  of 
payment,  form  or  other  details  of  the  bonds  and/or  notes  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
expend  said  sum  and  to  assign  such  agreements,  contracts  and  other  documents  and  to  take 
such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes  set  forth  above."  (2/3  Ballot 
Vote  Required) 

Police  Chief  James  Letoumeau  gave  a  brief  presentation  outlining  the  space  limitations  and 
safety  concerns  associated  with  the  current  police  office,  which  is  located  on  the  main  level  of 
the  town  hall.  Budget  Committee  Chairman,  Alan  Greene,  responded  to  questions  regarding 
the  impact  the  purchase  of  this  property  would  have  on  the  current  budget.  Gene  Webber, 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  gave  an  overview  of  the  layout  of  the  property  and  discussed 
anticipated  traffic  flow  patterns. 
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Residents  questioned  whether  other  properties  located  on  Main  Street  that  may  become  available 
in  the  future  might  be  more  desirable.  Questions  were  raised  regarding  possible  soil  contamin- 
ation on  the  property.  A  representative  of  Eastview  Environmental,  Richard  Pendleton,  stated  that  a 
study  of  the  property  revealed  no  contamination  on  either  the  property  in  question  or  the  site  of  a 
former  gas  station,  which  abuts  the  Hoekstra  property.  In  response  to  a  question  regarding  possible 
contamination  from  gas  piunps,  which  at  one  time  had  been  located  on  the  property  currently 
owned  by  Mr.  Hoekstra,  Mr.  Pendleton  stated  that  he  was  unaware  of  the  fact  that  gasoline  pumps 
had  existed  on  the  property.  Mr.  Pendleton  also  indicated  that  when  talking  about  gasoline  tanks 
from  many  years  ago  it  would  be  unlikely  to  find  contamination  on  the  property  and  that  multiple 
water  tests  which  have  been  done  on  the  property  have  shown  no  traces  of  gasoline. 

At  10:50  a.m.  Moderator  Avery  declared  the  ballot  boxes  open  for  voting  on  the  bond  issue. 
Voting  was  done  by  secret  written  "Yes/No"  ballots.  The  polls  were  open  for  one  (1)  hour  and 
were  declared  closed  at  1 1 :52  a.m.  by  Moderator  Avery.  Results  of  the  voting  were  as  follows:

Mr.  Avery  announced  the  outcome  of  the  voting  to  those  present  and  there  being  no  motion  made 
to  reconsider  the  vote  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12  noon.

After  working  with  the  State  of  NH  Bureau  of  Emergency  Communications  for  many 
years,  we  received  the  final  update  during  the  summer.  All  houses  have  been  assigned 
numbers.  This  has  been  a  long  and  tedious  project  and  we  thank  everyone  for  their 
patience  and  support.    . 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the  transition  to  91 1  addresses  and  Post  Office  mail  delivery, 
now  originating  fi"om  Dublin,  to  these  new  addresses  has  been  very  smooth.  Fedex  and 
UPS  delivery  services  are  also  most  appreciative. 

We  thank  the  majority  of  residents  who  swiftly  complied  with  the  Town's  ordinance  to 
identify  your  house  location  with  the  numbering  system.  If  you  have  not  done  so,  we  ask 
your  cooperation  to  post  your  number  without  further  delay.  Any  numerical 
identification  not  associated  with  911  addressing  should  be  immediately  removed.  Fines 
of  $20  per  month  will  be  assessed  for  non-compliance. 

The  primary  goal  is  to  assist  an  emergency  vehicle  to  locate  your  house  without  delay  or 
confusion.  By  having  your  number  readily  visible  fi-om  the  road  for  an  emergency 
vehicle,  you  equally  assist  not  only  yourselves  but  your  neighbors  as  well.  We  are  almost 
all  in  compliance  and  we  urge  a  final  push  to  complete  911  identification  at  all  residences 
throughout  the  Town.  Please  contact  the  Town  offices  if  you  have  any  questions.
